LARGE GATHERING AT THE 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


Nearly One Hundred Prominent Busi- 


ness Men and Taxpayers Meet to 
Discuss Important Question. 


When President 
Darling 
of 
the 


Chamber of Commerce called the cit- 
izens' meeting to order In the Cham- 
ber of Commerce rooms last evening 
there were nearly one hundred promi- 
nent business 
men and 
taxpayers 


present. 
ITiey met on the Invitation 


o£ the Chamber to take steps looking 
toward the purification of the city's 
water supply, by daUsing an end to 
bo put to alleged conducting of In- 
jurious matter Into the Truckee river 
by the Floriston paper mill and fiom 
other sources, 


President Darling made some very 


pertinent remarks on the Importance 
of taking early action to prevent fur- 
ther pollution of the Truckee river. 


H. H. Beck Introduced the follow- 


ing1 reuolutlon: 


Whereas, the 
headwaters 
of 
the 


Truckee river, Lake Tahoe, with its 
200 square miles or surface is known 
and recognized by travelers from alj 
pai-ts of civilization as, if not the "gem 
of the ocean," at least one of the most 
attractive gems of the Sierra Nevada 
mountains and perchance the grandest 
mountain lake on the American con- 
tinent. 


And, whereas, the outflow or over- 


flow of Lake Tahoe is represented on 
all state maps by our own Truckee 
river 


And, 
whereas, the waters of 
the 


Truckee river have been, ever since 
their discovery, known and recognized 
by historians and chemists as a stream 
of christaline purity. 


And, 
whereas, the laws of nations, 


including every state o£ the American 
Union, have long since passed laws, 


statutory and) otherwise prohibiting 
the pollution of public streams, 


And, whereas, it has come to pass 


that the Floriston paper mills, some 
twenty-five miles west of Reno, are 
daily discharging 
a poisonous sub- 


stance into the Truckee river delitin- 
ous to and injuries to the good health 
and welfare of all citizens along the 
Truckee river east of said Floriston 
paper mills, including the propagation 
of food fishes, for the protection of 
which the states of Calif oinia and 
Nevada, as well as most other states 
have passed laws and regulations. 


Now, 
therefore, be it resolved, That 


it is the sense of this meeting repre- 
senting in part the people of Western 
Nevada and particularly the citizens 
of Reno and the valley of the Truckee 
that we do most emphatically pro- 
test against the practice of the Flor- 
iston paper mills in discharging refuse 
and poisonous matter into the stream 
of the Truckee, and it is hereby fur- 
ther resolved 
that a committee of 


three good 
and loyal 
citizens 
of 


Washoe county be appointed to visit 
the authorities of said paper mills and 
ask, petition, pray and if need be, 
demand, that henceforth no further 
deletinous and poisonous substances 
shall be allowed to enter the Truckee 
river, 


MaV6r Turrittin and the board of 


aldermen at this juncture arrived from 
an adjourned meeting of the city coun- 
cil and took part In the discussion 
that followed. 


Remarks were also made by Judge 


Wren, Ex-Fish Warden 
Merklingert, 


Matt P'ar-rott, Major Ingalls, J. 
E. 


Monroe, S. J. Hodgkinson and Rich- 
ard Thomas of Virginia City. 


There seemed for a time a lack of 


concentration upon any particular line 
of action, but finally a resolution was 
introduced requesting President Darl- 
ing to appoint Prof. Wilson and one 
other member of the meeting a com- 
mittee to select a third and the com- 
mittee thus chosen to visit various 
points on the Truckee and take sam- 
ples of water and have them analy- 
zed

PROGRESS OF WORK IN 


THE VARIOUS MINES 


The 
Miner 
Reports 
Several 
Strikes 


And States That the Camp is Look- 
ing Up Better 


TOGETHER 


Iherc have been many rumors on 


the street during the past week of a 
rich strike In the North Star. 
The 


facts, as stated by Superintendent Mc- 
Carthy, are these: 
On Wednesday of 


last week, stringers of ore were en- 
countered at a depth of 875 feet which 
asgay from $200 to $400 a ton. 
The 


shaft is now down 905 feet, and the 
bottom contains several stringers of 
quartz from 1 to 3 inches in width. 
The ore is identical with that of the 
Montana-Tonopah, carrying ruby and 
brittle silver, sulphides and a small 
percentage of copper. 
The course of 


the ledge is about east and west, dip- 
ping to the north, and is undoubtedly 
the Montana-Tonopah ledge. 
The In- 


dication Is that there is a very large 
body of ore on one side or the other of 
the shaft, probably to the south. The 
900 station has just been cut, but sink- 
ing will be continued to the 1000 foot 
point 
before 
crosscutting. 
Ralpid 


progress Is being- made, the shaft go- 
ing down at the rate of between 4 
and 5 feet a day. 


Pine Grove—W. J. Luke, superin- 


tendent of the Cutting & Hudgens 
property at Pine Grove, who spent 
the fourth in Tonopah, lepoi-ts that 
work is progressing satisCactoiily on 
the tunnel recently started to tap the 
ledge below the old workings. 
The 


old shaft reached a depth of 300 feet, 
at which point sinking v, as discon- 
tinued on account of water. The tun- 
nel will strike the ledge at a depth of 
800 feet, opening up 500 feet of virgin 
ground. 
The Pine Grove mines have 


produced $3,000,000, and it is confi- 
clenlly expected that Uie new develop- 
ments will open up a body of high- 
grade ore that \\ill keep the mill run- 
ning for many years. 
Foui teen men 


are now employed at the mine, and 
the force will be increased just as 
soon as developments will justify. An 
air-compressor 
and 
machine 
drills 


have been ordered. 


The Strike at Bishop—S. E. Veimil- 


yea, 
who has just returned from 
a 


visit to Bishop, states that the re- 
cent stiike on the middle fork of Bis- 
hop creek, about twelve miles from 
the town of Bishop, has created con- 
siderable excitement among the farm- 
ers of the valley and that territory 
surrounding the scene of the strike 
has been thoroughly staked. 
The dis- 


covery, so far as the limited examina- 
tion that has been made can deter- 
mine, is a blow-out and the mineral- 
ized area is not extensive. 
Stringers 


of quartz carrying values as high as 
$170 
in gold have been found, but no 


well-defined ledge has as yet been de- 
veloped. 


Boston Tonopah — The shaft 
has 


reached a depth of 300 feet, at which 
point the formation Is a light brown 
porphyry, which breaks easily and has 
all the characteristics of that encoun- 
tered in the Mizpah group and 
the 


Montana. 
Very rapid progress is be- 


ing made, the shaft having been sunk 
SO feet dut Ing the past thirty days. 
It Is the present intention to crosscut 
at 600 feet and also continue sink Jig 
from that point. 
George S. Nixorr, 


president of the Boston Tonopah, is 
now in the east, where he has met 
with excellent success in placing 
a 


sufficient amount of treasury stock for 
all contingencies. 


The Esperanza—Work on the con- 


tract for sinking 240 feet began last 
Monday, and the incline is now in 2 
feet of ore, part of which is of a very 
high grade. 
Since work began the 


dip of the vein has changed from 45 
degrees to about 25 degrees from the 
hoiizontal, and the incline is follow- 
ing the vein. 
It is not likely that 


any more ore will be shipped, since 
theie are ample funds in hand for de- 
velopment purposes, but it will be re- 
served for reduction on the ground 
after the erection of reduction works.

PRINCELY FORTUNE FROM 


A SMALL LOCATION 


The Rejuvenation of Bowers Mansion 


Recalls to the Report An Old Story 


of Bonanza Days 


A well known resident who worked 


in Sandy Bowers' mine In Gold Hill 
in 1S62, says the original location was 
only ten feet in length and the ten 
feet 
adjoining was 
owned 
by the 


woman who aftewards became Mrs. 
Bowers. The ore In the Bowers mine 
carried gold values exclusively. The 
richest part of the vein lying next to 
the footwall was decomposed rock of 
which fully half of the bulk was gold. 
This rich streak was nearly two feet 
in width and nobody except Bowers 
and his wife knew the amount of bul- 
lion realized from the property. 


A whim, operated by horse power, 


was used to hoist rock in sinking the 
shaft, and when a depth of 190 feet 
was attained the ore pinched out. 
There were two ten-hour shifts em- 
ployed in the mine, and it is asserted 
that the men carried off concealed 
about their persons on every shift 
more ore concealed than their monthly 
pay amounted to. 
* 


Before ther ich ore pinched out San- 


dy and his wife left on a visit to their 
native heath in Scotland, but before 
leaving ai ranged for the erection of 
what later became known as the fa- 
mous Bowers mansion, near Frank- 
town, in the construction and furnish- 
ing of which no expense was spared. 
Another claim in the vicinity of the 
Bowers in Gold Hill, had a length of 
only four feet ten inches and was own- 
ed by a Frenchman, who realized a 
fortune from the ore extracted from 
it.
